DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 5/21/09 
has been entered. Claims 1, 5, 7, 11, 19, 23 are allowed. Claims 2-4, 6, 8-10, 12-18 
are cancelled. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, Ellis (2002/0198629), discloses retrieving a billing schedule for a 

billing cycle; identifying a first billing cycle event from a plurality of billing cycle events; 

computing an expected value. 
Ellis lacks the teaching of: 

Each billing cycle events comprising an expected value, a date/time value, an actual 
value, and a threshold value, wherein the expected date/time value specifies a date and 
time at which the billing cycle event is to achieve the expected value; 

comparing, using the data tracking and notification system, the expected 
value for the first billing cycle event to the actual value for the billing cycle event 
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Art Unit: 3627 

at the date/time value for the first billing cycle event to determine whether the 
threshold for the first billing cycle event has been met or exceeded; and 

issuing, using the data tracking and notification system, a first notification 
if the actual value for the first billing cycle event meets or exceeds a first 
predetermined threshold. 

These limitations are generally found in each independent claim. 

The limitation(s) lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations clearly 
claimed in the application, are novel and unobvious. 

A Non Patent Literature search was conducted and no relevant art was found.
